WASHINGTON—What kind of an antagonist, 
actually, is President Eisenhower preparing to 
meet in Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev? And 


what are the real skills and weaknesses of this heir to Lenin and 


Stalin and the other old Bolsheviks? 


Men of high responsibility and of 


special knowledge of Khrushchev privately return far from reassuring 
answers to these questions. Their chilly reckoning comes to this: 


Khrushchev, by western stand- 
ards, is the first truly able pro- 
fessional politician, the first real 
master of propaganda techniques 
adaptable to the western mind, to 
head the Soviet Union. 

In these fields he is a far more 
dangerous opponent than any of 
his predecessors would have been. 
For the issue now between East 
and West is one of political-prop- 
aganda negotiation and not a 
straight-out power contest. 

Though the sources of the in- 
formation cannot be _ identified, 
all these observations and all the 
following, too, may be taken as 
representing an authoritative 
view of Khrushchev. It is a view 


on which the President himself 
no doubt will be thoroughly 


briefed before he opens his talks 

here with the Soviet Premier. 
Lenin and Stalin and all the 

others who came before Khrush- 


chevy ran Soviet affairs and at- 
tained Soviet objectives by the 
most openly brutal of brutal 


force. Khrushchev is no less dedi- 
cated to the ultimate triumph of 
world communism, Still, he has 
developed far more subtle ways 
of reaching his goals. 

It is not accidental, for ex- 
ample, that for the last three 
years at least he has been mak- 
ing himself amiably available to 
Westerners at all sorts of affairs 
in Moscow. The picture offered

Labor Bill Reflects 
Congress at Best 


WASHINGTON—The strong labor reform 
measure finally approved marks the high 


point of achievement of the present session of 


Congress. Many thought that in the end there would be no’bill passed 
at all, that everything would founder in a pre-election-year deadlock. 


There is labor reform legisla- 
tion and it is good legislation. As 
a beginning toward assessing the 
credit and the political conse- 
quences it is fair, I think, to put 
down the following: 

The new labor reform bill re- 
flects Congress at its best. 

It shows the power of public 
opinion, which enabled the mem- 
bers of Congress to resist special- 
interest pressure groups which 
wanted: either no law or a weak 
law. . 

It is a major political liability 
for the Eisenhower administra- 
tion because the bill closely fol- 
lows the President's long-pressed 
recommendations. 

It is a major political liability 
to Sen. Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts who, ‘though he has con- 
ducted himself responsibly,  al- 
most certainly will be the target 
of the angered labor leaders who 
may have the power of veto over 
his effort to win the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 

Those who are subject to re- 
form legislation never are: happy 
at thé reforms, at least not at 
first, whether they be the public 
utilities or the Stock Exchange 
or the labor unions. 

Apparently the union leaders, 
who are attempting to brand the 
new law as ‘‘antilabor,”’ “puni- 
tive’ and a “killer’’ law, are 
going all out to purge every 
member of. Congress who voted 
for it, It seems to me that AFL- 


CIO President George Meany’s 
Labor Day statement is as in- 


temperate as James Carey’s let-. 


ter to the congressmen who voted 
for the Griffin-Landrum bill, 
threatening them with 


spiracy ‘“‘to destroy our labor 
movement” and announces that 
at last and “reluctantly” the 


unions are going to have to get 
into politics!’ As if the unions 
were not already in politics up 
to their armpits—as is entirely 
proper. 


When labor sets out to punish, 
those who don’t always vote its, 
views it will, 1 suspect, encounter? 
the kind of public opinion that 
demanded the labor reform bill. 


Congress has passed. 

But Sen. Kennedy is in a vul- 
nerable position. He contributed 
a great deal to bringing a sound 


bill out of the House-Senate con- 


ference. It seems unfair that he 
is likely to lose both ways; that 
is, be hurt by the union leaders 
for supporting stronger reform 
legislation and not likely helped: 
by thdse who wanted stronger 
legislation, “1. 

Give foremost credit to, Con- 
gress itself. Senatorial investiga-, 
tion exposed the scandals which 
made reform visibly urgent. An 
aroused public opinion shielded 
congressmen from the special- 
interest pressures of the unions—, 
and Congress did its job and 
did it well. .

a sweet potato souffle tonight for dinner. 


If you are planning to freeze 
vegetables, you had better do it 
this week or next, since this 
month will find many of the 
nearby supplies ending. Green 
beans and peas will be at last 
week's levels, while okra is in 
heavy volume, quality is good 
and prices reasonable. This re- 
port comes from Mrs. Betty 
Alexander, extension consumer 
information specialist. 


Yellow corn is of good quality 
and cheaper this week. Cucum- 
bers and eggplant and leaf let- 
tuce and carrots are all good 
buys, too. Cabbage and celery 
are slightly higher since there is 
not enough to meet the demand. 
Squash, broccoli, Brussels 
sprouts and cauliflower offer 
variety in menu planning. 


FAST DECREASING 

Increasing supplies of grapes 
are in the markets at pleasing 
prices and the luscious Bartlett 
pears are attractively priced 
and the supply plentiful. Water- 
melon supplies are fast decreas- 
ing and prices are naturally 
going up. Other melons, honey- 
dew and cantaloupes are plen- 
tiful this week, better enjoy 
them now. 


Peaches are not as plentiful 
and prices are increasing. 
Plums, Italian, are reaching 
their peak. Lemons and limes 
will be at last week's levels. 
Bananas and avocados are wear- 
ing the same size price tags. 
Apples are getting cheaper. 


Shoppers can expect lower 
than last year’s pork prices to 
continue. Pork values in the 
markets this week will be ba- 
con, chops, rib and loin, and 
other featured specials. Beef 
prices remain steady, with best 
values found in store features.

So, buy in small quantities 
and use within a few days 
Prices on the early sweet pota- 
toes are lower than they will be 
on ‘those appearing later, cur- 
ing, storage and shrinking costs 
usually result in slightly higher

MEALY OR MOIST 


Whether you like them mealy 
or moist, light yellow or deep 
orange, look for sweet potatoes 
that are smooth, well-shaped 
and plump to avoid waste. Be 
sure they are fresh, bright, 
dry and clean to avoid decay, 
and similar in color and shape, 
to insure uniform cooking and 
color. 


Slight, dark scars on the 
skin do not injure the flesh, as 
they are only skin deep and 
effect only the appearance; 
however, those affected by de- 
cay are objectionable because 
the flavor is disagreeable, 
even though the decayed spot 
is removed.
